demand for an 


increase of 40 per cent, in wages. It 
will be remembered that through .the 
Adamson act, the brotherhoods got a 
substantial increase of pay, the basis 
of the workday being

hours without reduction of pay, and 
with pay pro rata for overtime. 


That act was forced on the com- 


panies who said they could not pay

He said: 
Fires In America mean death 
In 
"Prance. 
From may 1 to October 16, 
inclusive, this year, enough food has 
gone up in smoke in the United States 
every rninute to feed 136 American 
soldiers 136 days. 


Multiply this $50.45 by minutes and 
hours in the JG9 days in five and-half 
months and you have the stupendous 
sum of $12,275,050, which is the known 
food fire loss of the country during the 
period under consideration. 
The unknown lire loss of the period 
might easily double this total, as ther 
is no means of tabulating' or identi- 
fying many of these losses, which in- 
clude food destroyed by fire in resi- 
. 
den cos, apartment houses, restaurants, 
hotels, groceries, general and depart- 
ment, stores, bakeries and delicatessen 
>.hf>p:). farm barns and other buildings, 
and considerable amounts in transit by 
rail and water. 


This known fire loss has involved 


t h u destruction of enough food to sup- 
ply tho potential American army of a 
million men abroad for 33 days at the 
regular army allowance of 37 cents 
per diem for each man with an extra 
meal for half a million men. 
Most of the unknown fire loss 


food is the outcome of that American 
carelessness which President 
Wilson 
has defined as "A public dereliction." 
The individual losses arc small, but 
rlie aggregate is tremendous and is 
vitally affecting well-being.

in freight rates on Iron and steel ar- 
ticles ranging as high as 40 per cent, 
were allowed to western railroads bj 
the interstate commerce commission.

commodity rates and apply fifth class 
rates which would have caused in- 
creases varying from 20 to 50 per cent.

War savings stamps went on sale 


at the local postofllce yesterday for the 
first time, and although business was 
not what one would call rushing, nev- 
ertheless, 
there wero many Inquiries 


about the features of the latest gov- 
ernment loan, and it Is expected thai 
orce tho public gets to understand the 
cardinal principles of the stamps, thero 
will be plenty of stamp dales at the 
Gorham street building. 


Th£ two outstanding features ot the 


new loan are the fact that It bears a 
high rate of interest and also the fact 
that it is next to impossible for ono 
tu lose hiB "bank book." In the Liber- 
ty bond issue, if one loses hia certifi- 
cates or coupons and Is unable to re- 
cover them, it is "good night" to his 
money. But in the thrift stamp issue, 
the government provides free regis- 
tration which practically nullifies any 
chance of loss. 
One can become an investor in this 


new loan by 
the expenditure 
of 25 
cents. 
Simply go to the local post- 


office, tell tho clerk that you want to 
buy a thrift stamp, and he will take 
your name and address, write It on a 
thrift card and collect a quarter. When 
you give in a quarter, you will receive 
the card with a little green stamp af- 
fi>ed In the first of 16 spaces. 
You 
can buy thrift stamps as often as you 
\vc.nt, or, to be more explicit, as ofton 
as you have a quarter. 
This money 
can be withdrawn at any time provid- 
ing the postofflce officials'are given 10 
days' notice. 
As soon as you get your thrift card 
filled with 16 25-cent stamps, repre- 
senting an outlay of $4. you turn it 
Into the officials and tell them that 
you want a 
war savings certificate. 
The difference between a war savings 
certificate and a thrift card is that 
the latter bears no Interest. It is in- 
tended merely to help people save in 
email units, and is especially designed 
for children. The war savings certifi- 
cate, on the other hand, bears 4 per 
cent. Interest 
compounded quarterly, 
and the unit of deposits is much larg- 
er. During the present month and next 
month, a war savings stamp 'Will, cost 
$4.12 apiece. 
They will increase one 
cent each month until the end of next 
year. 
They can be withdrawn at any 


time with three per cent, interest paid, 
but if they are left in government pos- 
session until the date of maturity, Jan 
1, 1923, they will be worth $5, which 
means that they will have earned four 
per cent, interest 
compounded every 


three "months. 
One person cannot 
buy more than 


?100 worth of war savings stamps in 
one month, and at 
no time can one 


nc-rson have more than $1000 worth in 
his possession.
